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Using the Tax Digest for Georgia, many things can be learned, Tax 
digests or rolls are annual and therefore i4 is possible to learn just 
when a person died or left the county; when sons reached age 21 and 
paid poll tax for the first time; the name of a wife when a man dies 
and his estate appears on the tax roll with his wife paying taxes on 
the same property he previously paid taxes onj where he lived in the 
county and who owed property near him. The same applies to the 
Mississippi Tex Holls, Most of the early tax rolls before 1900 are 
in the archives of whatever state one is researching. Hississippi 
Tax kells are in the archives at Jackson, but can be purchased from 
Bell and Howell, Mioro Photo Division for $30. per roll plus 1.50 
tax and postage. 


David Robertson, a law student at the Unive of Georgia, did some

I have seen some scathing remarks about that one; the author 
wanted to prove that Deacon John Dunham, New England, had come on the Mayflower, 
and that the South Carolina Dunhams(Dunnams) were his descendants. I cannot see 
how the people he gave as parents to Robert and Ebenezer, 1724 and 1726, could 
have been, the dates are off. Several years ago, I heard that the DAR had closed 
the file on that Robert Dunnam. 


Another thing the Davis book said, or implied, that after Robert Dunnam died, 
1813{this is the son of Robert porn in 1726), it was not known what happened to 
his widow.

She had Jacob's family pretty well detailed, altho no birthdate or death date or 
place for Jacobs she said he was born about 1750, lived to be almost ninety. 

His family went to Georgia, then to eastern MS, then all left there, went to 
Louisiana, where some stayed, the rest came to Texas. 


T met Mae Dunnam, whose Busband George was a member of the Texas family, more 
than 30 years ago. We talked about the name, and she told me that George's 
mother who was also a Aunnam, said that all the Dunnams were cousins, but 
she did not know how, and that George's father's family was not always Dunnam, 

but a "French sounding name, Dunou or similar, that when one of the men married 

a Dunnam lady, he changed his name, because his name sounded rather like Dunnam, 

and he thought it sounded more American.

GEORGETOWN CHURCH 


Rev. William Screven’s custom of collecting a church wher- 
ever he lived was probably followed in the Winyah region. His 
son, Elisha Screven, in laying out the site of Georgetown, 
provided that one acre should be reserved “for a lot [No. 228] 
or place whereon to build a Meeting House for performance 
of Divine Worship by those of the Persuasion commonly called 
Antipedo Baptists and for a place for Christian burial.’’!® 
Landgrave Thomas Smith also provided for a possible Bap- 
tist congregation in his plan of a town six miles below 
Georgetown,?*° but no account of the early development of 
Baptist worship in either place has been found. 

A Baptist congregation gradually developed in Georgetown 
after the return of William Cuttino, one of Rev. Oliver Hart’s 
converts baptized in Charleston in 1767. At his request, the 
ministers of neighboring churches, particularly of Charleston, 
given a¢ Philip Dobell, Jr., and 8r., and the dates of death Aug. 20 and 25,

preached in Georgetown for a number of years before a church 
was organized.*2!- Mr. Hart mentions stopping for a time 
with Mr. Cuttino on his flight from the state after the fall of 
Charleston. Rev. Richard Furman wrote Mr. Hart in July, 
1788: 
there seems to be a work of grace begun in Georgetown. I have been 
twice there this spring; at the last visit I baptized Mrs. Cuttino and 
her eldest son and administered the Lord’s Supper to twelve com- 
municants. I received six more applicants, etc., before I left.222 
Mr. Furman’s labors were so effective as to lead to the con- 
stitution of thirty-six members as the Georgetown Church 
in June, 1794, and to its admission into the Charleston Asso- 
ciation.222 William Staughton, a licensed preacher but late- 
ly arrived, who assisted Mr. Furman in constituting the 
church, served as pastoral supply for a year, after which the 
congregation was without a regular pastor. However, John 
Waldo, who had come to Georgetown from New York in 1793 
as a licentiate and as a teacher in an academy, preached for 
them until the arrival of Rev. Edmund Botsford in 1797. 
There were few additions to the church during his long pastor- 
ate; in fact, for years Mr. Waldo and Mr. Botsford were the 
only white male members.**4 This situation must have come 
about gradually after 1801, for in that year, the petition for 
incorporation of the “Antipaedo Baptist Church of George- 
town,” was presented by twenty men. Incorporation under 
the act of December 19, 1801, was for only a ten-year term.22" 
In what sort of building the church met at first is not 
known; early in 1804 they built a “handsome and commodi- 
ous wooden meeting-house” about sixty feet long on lot No. 
228, reserved for the purpose so long before but apparently

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INTRODUCTION 


I am beginning the history of this line with Robert 
Commander,Sr, for it is he, along with other Dunnams, who left 
S.C. and came first to Baldwyn, County, Mississippi Territory. 
However, I do have records beyond this time in this line and will 
share some of them here. 

_ The father of Robert Commander Dunnam, Sr.was Robert Dunnam, 
who married Susan Burn, according to the Dunnam Excursus, in a 
History of the Davis Family . According to this record Robert 
Dunnam was born in Mass. in Nov. 1726 a son of Daniel Dunnam 
(1705 Mass. 1770 Ga.) and his wife Elizabeth - d Ga. 1770. 
This report says he moved to Georgia with his parents about 1735 
and to Dorchester S.C. 1744. He and his brother Ebenezer (1724 
Mass.1786-9 S.C.migrated to Georgetown District S.C. and Ebenezer 
furnished Supplies to the Army 1782.. Robert married about 1746 
Susan Burn (She is related to the Collins family in some manner), 
b.S.C. 1734. They located on the Pee Dee River in Marion 
District. A river landing on his plantation was called Dunham's 
Bluff, and is still so called in 1926 when this Davis History was 


_written. Robert and his brother and law, Andrew Burn furnished 


supplies to the army 1780-1782. (stub entries to Indents, Lib. U, 
No. 452.) He is said to have drowned in "Nigger Lake" on his 
plantation.This occured sometime between July 1785 and 1790. The 
date of death of Susan is not of record ‘tho prior to 1800. Both 
they and many members of the family are said to be buried in the 
family burying ground on said plantation. The Family were 
Methodists. | 

I have researched this the best I can, and have found the 
following. On an old map of Marion District in Mills Atlas there 
is a Plantation clearly marked "Dunnam's Plantation",. In fact it 
is on the border line of Marion District and ‘Marlborough 
Districts, not far from the Great Pee Dee River and between it 
and the Little Pee Dee River. I have also found numerous records 
of John Dunnam, Ebenezer Dunnam,Jr. Robert Dunnam and Andrew Burn 
furnishing supplies to Marion's Army. One reciept reads this way:

CHAPTER II 
BAPTIST CHURCHES OF THE PEEDEE SECTION 
WetsH Neck CHURCH 


As important to the religious life of South Carolina as 
Rev. William Screven’s group, was the Welsh Neck Church, 
the second center of Baptist influence in the province. White 
settlement was slow in South Carolina from 1696 to 1730, 
and to encourage more rapid expansion the crown adopted a 
township system and offered land under the most encourag- 
ing conditions. The easy terms and other circumstances at- 
tracted the Welsh in Pennsylvania (in the Welsh Tract of 
Delaware), some of whom came to investigate the suitability 
of the province for their settlement. David Lewis, Samuel 
Wild, and Daniel James presented their petition and a colony 
soon followed upon the promise of exclusive possession of a 
large tract partly in Queensborough Township on the Great 
Peedee River. A number of the Welsh came in 1736, and 
many soon settled in the bend of the river opposite the pres- 
ent village of <Segiety::Hilk called James's Neck in 1738. 
This was desirable land for raising hemp, flax, ete., and 
practically all of the Welsh Neck, as this section came to be 
called, was soon granted.) 

In January, 1738, thirty of the Welsh settlers constituted 
a Baptist Church at first called Peedee, but later named Welsh 
Neck. The religious group to which these Pennsylvania Welsh 
belonged had begun its organized religious life in 1701 as 
they were leaving Wales; they planted their church at the 
Welsh Tract in Pennsylvania (later Delaware), and of this 
body Peedee or Welsh Neck Church was in effect an arm, 
though the members had been dismissed before coming to 
South Carolina. Entries in the Welsh Tract minutes show 
their dismissal. 

Alexander Gregg, History of the Old Cheraws . . . (New York, 1867), pp. 42-52; Edwards, 
Crozer MS, pp. 50, 53; Furman MS, pp. 16-18; both Gregg and Edwards state that the 


Welsh settled first at Catfish, and then moved up the river to the Welsh Neck; RK. 
Meriwether, Expansion of South Carolina (MS in preparation, Columbia), shows there was 


no general removal; Plats, IV.

It was in this region that Daniel Marshall, upon first com- 
ing into South Carolina, settled and established a church."! 
It is not known whether there was a later amalgamation of 
the two groups, though it is probable, their differences not 
being in any wise fundamental. Three present day churches 
of the section claim an ancient origin: Beaver Creek, Mobley’s 
Meeting House, and Rock Creek, all within a radius of a few 
miles. All may have absorbed remnants of the old Beaver 
Creek congregation, but the only one showing any possibility 
of recorded continuity is Rock Creek.!** The scattered mem- 
bership must have come together again about 1789 as an 
organized body first known as Rocky Creek, or Rocky Creek 
of Broad River, now Rock Creek Church located originally he- 
tween Rock Creek and Beaver Creek, about three miles east of 
Broad River.“* Reports made to the Bethel Association, 
which it entered in 1792, show it without a minister and 
steadily decreasing in membership up to 1800, after which 
the revival brought a slight increase.'*

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OvrHER CHURCHES OF THE PEEDEE SECTION 


An extinct church called Catfish is the oldest branch of 
Welsh Neck of which any relatively dependable record ex- 
ists. According to tradition it was located east of the Great 
Peedee near the mouth of Catfish Creek where the Welsh 
settlers first stopped in South Carolina.57 It remained a 
branch of Welsh Neck until its separate constitution Satur- 
day, October 3, 1752, with thirty-one members.'’ Three 
years later it entered the Charleston Association. The meet- 
ing house, twenty by twenty-eight feet, was built in 1758 on 
an acre lot given by William Gainey.*® No minister appears 
to have served the congregation regularly in the early years, 
Rev. Joshua Edwards, dismissed from Cashaway to Catfish 
in 1761, preached for them until 1768.°° During that period 
the church is said to have been troubled by the withdrawal 
of some of its members under the influence of an Arminian 
preacher, Rev. Thomas Blount, of North Carolina, who con- 
stituted them with others into a church at Dog Bluff, but

It had no estate and 
paid only a small amount to the pastor.°* After occasional 
services from Rev. Mr. Edwards and Rev. Evan Pugh, Cat- 
fish had as minister Rev. Jeremiah Rhame, from 1778 to 
1788, according to reports of the Charleston Association, 
though he did not in that time attend any of its sessions 
and was probably at Catfish sometime before.“* Mr. Rhame 
must have repaired the doctrinal breaches made by. Mr. 
Blount and thus have led in the return to good order and dis- 
cipline on which the circular letter of 1778 congratulates 
Catfish.“ Thomas Grice was the last messenger listed as 
attending the association. That was in 1779 when he reported 
thirty-two members. After 1789 the church, as extinct, 
disappeared from the association records.“ 

Beauty Spot Church was a direct outgrowth of Catfish, of 
which it remained a branch until June 15, 1768, when Rev. 
Joshua Edwards, assisted by Messrs. Gano and Brown, con- 
stituted a church consisting of Charles Pate, Nicholas Green, 
Rice Henderson, and their wives. Charles Pate was after- 
ward ordained and became the first pastor—“they have 
chosen a man to be their minister whom nature hath formed 
a stutterer.” In 1772 communion was celebrated quarterly 
beginning with the third Sunday of March. The church had

Yeates 


I was happy to learn thet Mbenezer Dunnam born 1776 SC was tbh son of 
John Peter Dunnam and Elizabeth McCants, as I did not kmow thise I 
had always felt that NeCante had something to do with it, since 
Ebeneezer Dunnam, Jie's middle name was MoCants (sometimes spelled 
MeAnce). 


I am very interested in Jennie Strickland whe is said to be the wife 
of Lbeneezer Dunnam? i feel that she is his second wife, but have no 
proof. There are many intermarriages in Greene and Wayne Gounties, HS 
between the Stricklands and the Dunnamse Many of the grandchildren 
of Simeon and Jennie Hale Strickland married the children and grand 
children of Ebeneezer Dumnem, Sta Was Jennie Strickland, the widow 
ef Simeon Strickland, the second wife of Mbeneeszer Dunnam? If so, who 
wes his second wife? 


It is possible that the Jemie Hkhécklond wag the sister of Selomon, 
Simeon and John Strickland, 3 brothers who came to Greene and Hayne 
Counties Hississippi in 1610 and 1811 from North Carolinas Solemen 
married Sarah Roberts, John married Margaret Cole, end Simeon married 


at Me. Claiborne Alabama, Jeane (Jennie)Hale) who was a half breed 6 


Creek Indian. Her parents were Samuel Hale, a Blakely, Alabama 
merchant and a Greek Indian Woman. I have documents from the buresn 
of Indian Affairs proving the ancestry of Jennie Hale and her marriage 
to Simeon Strickland. I do not know who the sisters of Solomon, 

Simeon and John were. Their father was Dovid Strickland, but I have 
been unable to ascertain which David Stricklend he is or who the female 
members of the femily were. 


We have been spending most of our week ends in Greene and Wayne Countie 
Mississippi in the past three years talking to people and hurting old 
cemeteries trying to complete a history of the Strickland's there, and 
to find out whe my husband's grendfather Henry Strickland wase 


On one of our recent tripns inte Greene County, we stopped to talk to an 
elderly man who wes sitting on his front porch in the Indian Hill communitye 
We asked where an old cemetery was and he asked who we were looking for. 
We said Stricklands. He said he wes leoking for the grave of Jeunie Hales 
He then went on to tell us thet Ebeneezer Dunnam, Jr talked to him end 2 
of his cousins when they were around 10 years olds He said bb Dunnam 
told them he wented to impart some history to theme Lbb said that Jennie 
Hale and Simeon Stricklend were common law husband and wife as they were 
never legally married according to the white man's lawse He said that 
Ebb then took 2 of the boys and showed them where Jennie Strickland was 
buried. He could not go with them, but both of his cousins went. ve are 
trying to contact one of the cousins to see if he can remember where 

they went to see her graves . 
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We also researched the Dumnam's in Wileox County, Alabama as were told 
they were related to Mhencezer Dumnem, Sre We found an Ebeneeser J. 
Dunnam there whose wife was Agathy. There were elso Dymmams in Baldwin 
County, Alabama in 1512, Have some wills and mearrisges for theme

Than k you so much for youn interesting letter. I wanted to sit right dow 
answer it, but we had just returned home after an absence of nearly three 
months, so I am just now getting to some of my mail. 


Starting at your last paragraph, I got Jennie Strickland's name frog 

Mrs. 0. S, Jackson, Jr., 500 Jefferson Street, Macon, MS 39341. and on. 
another page, her account of where Eb and wife lived, died, and were buried. 
I am enclosing a page with this account, which she got from Mrs. Baker, who 
did not say where she got it. 


After studying your material, I am wondering if Jennie is the lady I am looking 
for--unless there were two, and Eb's Jennie was a sister to the Stricklands. 
There were some Stricklands in Horry Co., where I thought Eb's family might have 
been, Robert C Dunnam, my husband's great grandfather, was born in South Caro- 
lina, according to census, and in 1814, according to his own Bible. Mr. B. A. 
Dunnam, who lived near Richton, MS, in 1970, told my daughter, Diana Richmond 
and me, that "Robert C Dunnam was the first child of his parents", and that 

has always made me wonder if Eb had been married before, and perhaps had another 
family. I had supposed that Robert C's parents were married in S.C. The 

Ft Claiborne, AL marriage suggests that if Eb married Jennie, he must have 
arrived in Alabama a widower, and met Jennie there. 


I think it might help to sort out the marriages of the Strickland grand children 
and Dunnams. JI had noted the Stricklands in the same counties, but never realized 
a comnection. 


Mr. B. A. Dunnay had worked with Mrs. Beatrice Commander, of Orlando, Florida, 
compiling material, putting in order. He also told us that Ebenezer McCants 
Dunnam's wife Jane Henderson was Indian, or part Indian. They were his grand. 
parents. 


There are so many Ebenegzer's, ours, born 1776, could have been named for his 
father's brother, or his aunt's husband. Elizabeth McCants was the daughter 
of Rached Commander McCants, and her sister Frances was married to-guess- 
Ebenezer Dunnam. 


The Ebenezer James Dunnam, in Wileox/Baldwin Co., in Ala., is not ours. He 
is the wrong age, for one thing, and I think he is the brother of Robert 
Commander Dunnam, who died about 1813, and Collin W. Dunnam, who helped to 
organize the Methodist Church, in that area. To compound our problems, 

our Robert C. and Catharine named one of their sons Collin W. Mr. B. A. 
Dunnam remembered him. There may be a connection of the two families in 
South Carolina, if so I do not know it. There is quite a lot about them 
in the Davis book, altho a place or two does not seem accurate. 
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T have a copy of Robert C and Catharine Griffin Dunnam's Bible register. Their 
son Thomas J Dunnam had the Bible until about 1925, when he gave it to Sam Dunnam, 
Jr. As far as I know, his son still has it. 


Thomas J Dunnam's granddaughter Mildred T. Ivey, at Quitman, MS, has a copy of 
the Bible register, and has established Catharine Griffin's relationship to 
her father, Bruner Griffin. Catharine Griffin Dunnam was buried at Whynot,MS 
in the Baptist Cemetery; Robert is not there, I think now he is buried with 


his parents. 


I would like to add here, since there are marriages in these families, we do 
not know who Catharine Griffin's mother was. Catharine was the only child of 
the marriage, her mother died when she was very young, he father married again 
and there were several children in the second marriage. 


If you have a Strickland magraige about 1815-1818 Jackson Co., MS, to Griffin, 
I would like very much to know where to find it. 


I heard from Mr. W. W. Mills, Baton Rouge, while I was away, and had to wait 
to anseer until I returned because I did not have enough material with me. I 
have sent him a page with the account of Ebenezer's arrival in Mississippi, 
death and burial, so I have added a copy to my letter to you, it has a list 
of Hbenezer's family on it. 


At this time, I am also sending Mrs. Jackson the information about Jennie 
which came from you and Mr. Millis. It has been so long, perhaps it will 
fill a gap, and she will have something to add. 


Again, I do thank you so much, I have been working on this for over ten 
years now, altho I did not do much on my own work while I was membership 
“chairman for the Ft Worth Genealogical Society, seven years. Now I hope 
I can really get the Dunnams located and find out where they came from. 


Best wishes or your search, did you by any chance have an opportunity to 


go to the Dunnam Reunion in Quitman? I have wanted to go, but the time 
was never right for me to be there.

I have done some further checking on Jennie Hale Strickland, the = 
breed Creek Indian, wife of Simeon Strickland, Sre and I do not 
believe thet she wae the second wife of Ebenezer Dunnam, Sre Her 
first husband Simson Strickland died in the fall of 1632 or the 
Spring of 1633, He eppsars on the 1632 tax roll for Wayne County, IS 
as owming 3 slaves, In 1533 his widow Jame Strickland appears as 
coming 3 sleves and continues to appear as Mrs. Jane Strickland 
wntil11840 when their son John W. Strickland is lided once for 
himself and once "John ". Strickland, guardian’. apparently Jennie 
éied efter the 1339 tax voll was rendered and before the 1840 tax 
roll.

Thank you for the fascinating letter, which T received 1 August, as some 
our mail was mis-directed, hence the delay. T do avpreciate your excellent 
work on the court records about Jémmie Strickdand--with that and the lists 
of Jennie Strickland's children, and Ebenezer Dunnam's children, a total 
of twenty people, not the same people, I think there is no doubt that 
Jennie Hale Strickland is the Jennie who married Fhenezer Dunnam, Since 
the first name we had for FEb's wife was Blizabeth >» it has occurred to 
me that she might have been Jennie Elizabeth, or Elizabeth Jane. 


Since she was not in Robert C Dunnam's Bible, as Fb was, I thought she was 
already dead at the time of his marriage 1837. Robert did have daughters 
named Jane and Elizabeth. We do not know anything about Elizabeth, but 
either could have been named for a grandmother. 


IT am sending you what I have about Robert C Dunnamts family and copies of 
material from Mrs. Beatrice Commander. In 1970, my daughter Diana and T went 
to State Line, and were directed to Eva Dunnan, widow of James McGilvry 
Dunnam, at Old Avera. She said she did not know about the Dumams, but felt 
we should talk to her husband's cousin Birley (Mr. B.A.) she thought he was

James Wesley Dunnam was in Co. D 37th Miss. Inf., CSA, went at 16 yrs. Heé was 
taken prisoner in Alabama, released after the end of the war, in Meridian, MS. 
His first wife, called Betty, was married there in 1864. JWD went to Texas in 
1866, but was back in Meridian in 1871, where he was married to Retty, who was 
by then the widow of M.L. Roberts. We could never find any of them in 1270, 
and nothing more than the marriage record of Roberts. 


Collin W Dunnam was in CSA, was taken prisoner, to a place near Chicago, but 
got back home again after the war, Lorenzo Dunnam was in the cavalry, T think. 
There is a record of Robert C Dunnam, who was in the siege of Vicksburs, Mr. 
Birley Dunnam (B.A.) thought that was our Robert. 


There is a period when most any of these people appear on Mississippi records 
as Denham; Mr. Birley Dunnam told us about this, and we found it to be the 
case, but I have found no real connection with the families who now have that 
spelling, Some of my husband's family gave up on spelling about 1920, and 
have been Dunham ever since.

I have had several thoughts on the wife of Ehenezer Dunnam, I now 
feel sure that if Jennie Hale Strickland wes his wife, she was his 
second wifee I am more and more convinced that she is Hlizabeth 
Jane or Jennie Ulisabeth Strickland ond the sister of Solomon, 
Simeon and John Strickland, Simeon named his oldest Daughter 
Elizabeth and I know thet there were no Elizabeth's in the Hales 
so it had to be after his mother or sister. Their feather was 
supposed to be David Strickland and I have never been able to 
prove which David he was. 


Have you ever found a pesspert for the Dunnam's to travel through 
the Creek Nation ceming from South Carolina? I have never been 
able to find one for the Stricklands. South Carolina marriages 
are so hard to come by = by that I mean there are so few recorded 
marriage licenses aud bonds.

Dear Mrs. Strickland: 


Thank you for your letter of 29 September, and I hope I am not too late 
to order the WASHINGTON COUNTY, MISSISSIPPI TERRITORY TAX ROLLS book. 

I had never intended to wait so long to answer or to order the books 
many things have kept me away from some of my letters. Our youngest, 
son Patrick was married in September, so we had the usual wedding 
activities, a very happy occasion. Then my husband's brother died 

very suddenly in October. We seem to have been to an ee number 
of funerals since the first of September, 


I have not had any peiitinn to other letters about Jennie Strickland, 

» but I feel that your conjecture of Eb's wife being Elizabeth Jane 
or Jennie Elizabeth and the sister of Solomon, Simeon and John Strick- 
land is the most likely explanation. 


I got a map, 1763, for South Carolina, but I did not find any Stricklands 
on it, altho there are some in Horry County on the Mills Atlas, about 1812. 
That would have been, roughly, in the same parish that Eb's family was, 
and it was why I had honed to find some trace of his marriage there, but 
so far nothing. 


About the passports-.I have looked at everything in the Fort Worth PL 
collection, but I have never found any of the people I am researching. 
IN the Choctaw Co. Alabama marriages, I feel sure that Martin L and 

Griffin Dunnam are the sons of Robert € and Catharine Griffin Dunnam. 


About the Libra Dunham, 1880 census, I would say that she was the 
widow of Lorenzo Dunnam, whe was the son of John and Charity Mackenzie 
Dunnam; John was Eb*s older brother, except-that she is. too old. I 
think the Lorenzo Dunnam in Clarke Co., Miss. (sp. Denham) and 1850 
Clarke Co., with wife Libra age 26, 2 girls Rachel 7, b. Miss, Mary 4, 
b. Miss. song Charles 3., b. Miss, and 1860 census, Lauderdale, Mizs. 
with 8 children, are all the same family. I do not have a list of 
names for 1860, just a reference, thich includes Alamantha P.O. 


I am interested, if puzzled, to see the entry for Nathaniel Dunnan, 
Diana and I never found him--some of the films were so bad when we 
were working on that time, and I have not gone back to them. Eb was 
born in 1776, so he could have had a son that age, but it does not 
seem likely that he would have named a second son Nathaniel if he 
had a living son of the same name. Eb did not have a brother named 
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Nathaniel, according to the list taken from his parents’ Bible, and 
not likely to have been a half brother, as both parents were said to 
have died in October 1815, in Marion County, S.C. Their children 
were born from 1772 to 1790. 


I do thank you for your kind offer to check that 1845 census, but I 
think the book will be the help I need from that area, I would like 
to check my own lines, Fitzgerald and Baker, but they were in Marshall 
County, or that area, in Nobthern Mississippi. I still hope to find 
Catharine Griffin Dunnam’s mother, she must have been married to 
Broner Griffin in Jackson or Green County, so her family must be in 
your book. 


If I find anything linking Eb Dunnam and the Stricklands, I will certainly 
send you a copy. And while I am trying to track Dumnams, of course, I 
am leoking for Stricklands, too. -I am afraid that the only masy way I 
will ever get a marriage record is in an estate record, or land record, 
I have not found any one who knows of a published record of the likely 


parishes.

a Strickland-Henderson descendant near Plave, MS in Greene County. 

I am trying to check this story with a Henderson descendant that I 
know in Baton Rouge, Lae Sure hope we find out something.

TI 
tried there abokt 1972, they had nothing then. However, if they do have something 
now, there is a branch on the other side of this county, and I will make a trip 
over there. If you have not been in Ft Worth in a while, it is a terrible to- 
get-around place, and if you are in the wrong lane in one of those interchanges, 
you are in trouble. 


I have enclosed a page of notes, and mention there James T Dunnam, a Baptist 
minister in Tampa, Fla. He tells me that (as I had thought) Mrs. Commander 
died, about 2 years ago, but her family gave her collection to the Genealogy 
Dept of the Orlande Public Library. He had been there, but said he found 

no references to the Henderson, Strickland, and Hale names; that was before 
he had any notes from me, as he did not know those names before, except for 
Henderson. 


Also, he plans to do some research in Greene Co. “with regard to Ebenezer 
MeCants name, and his father Ebenezer", and added that he knows where the 
earliest progerty owned by these ancestors is. 


I have sent him what I felt would be most helpful, with minimum of confusion 
to new researcher, and included your name and address, as well as Mr. Mills. 
It may be that you have already heard from hin. 


Ba to the notes: I haves@pending a few hours most weeks at the Ft Worth Public 
Library, hoping to find some reference to the Dunnams and Stricklands in S.C. as 
I feel that Ebb must have been married theres; Robert C Dunnam was born there, 

and probably two others. An Ebenezer served a few months in the S.C. militia 

in 1813, enlisted in Horry County; since there were Stricklands there, I thought 
he might have been married there. 


I did not see your query in Puzzzer #685 until just lately, there was some mixup 
and I got a whole bundle at onces somewhere I have seen a record of a Strickland 
Naylor marriage, and I think in North Carolina, but I can find no notes here. 
They are either filed wrong, and will surface again, or I will wateh for them 
at the library(the references, I mean), anyway, once I find it again I will 

send it to you. 
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T hope that by this time you and your husband are both enjoying good health 
again, and ready to get back to Missiseippi. We have not had a severe winter, 
altho it has been much too dry. We have had some extremes, two weeks ago 
10° with -25° chill factor, then last week, up to 80°, and now it is quite 
warm, and of course there is yard work to do. 


I would like to ask a question--my husband's aunt, Kate Dunham Wallace ,(she 
died in 1973) had once told a niece that her father was born in Pushmata,MS. 


We have papers with his own statement that he was born in Greene Co. I 

have not been able to find any place named Pushmata in MS or Alabama, in 
my atlas. I thought this might be a clue, perhaps some place they lived, 
or where some one was buried.

Tite BPilax County Dunhams and the Mississippi Dunhamws are different 
families. They are related, T am sure, but there are so many Ebeneezer 
Dunhams that IT am not sure we will ever be able to sort them out. 


The Wilcox County Ebeneezer's father Robert Dunham died in Baldwin : 
County (Miss. Terr.) in 1812-12 and left a will mentioning Wis wife 
Mary Ann (who was a Davis), sons Robert Commander, Ebeneezer James, ¥ 
Andrew Johnson, Collin Woodberry (my great great grandfather), And 
daughters Elizabeth Mary, Frances, Margaret, Hannah. His widow 
married Thomas Watson in 1817 and they all then begin to appear in 
Monroe, lat er Wilcox Counties. There is a Wilcox Co, marriage record 
for Mrs, Agatha Dunnam to Rebert House6/4/1635, which would indicate 
that Bbeneezer had died by that time. 


IT have been in touch with a lady in Louisiana who descends from the 
Miss, Dunhams and she has given me a list of allthe Dunmnams buried 
in Greene County, Miss.

My line goes back to Robert Dunham in S. C, who doesn't seem to be connected 
directly with either family. According to a Davis family history--and I don't 
know where the researcher got his information on the Dunhams--Robert and his 
brother Ebeneezer were born in Massachusetts, came with their parents to 
Georgia about 1735 and to Dorchester, S. C. in 1744.

It is always a pleasure to get a letter from you, always interesting. 
I did write to Irma W. McLain, the letter came back, no forwarding 
address, and there was no listing in the Salt Lake Metro phone bock. 


However--.I got two names and I have written to both, and hope. Mrs. LaDelle 
Butters Garrett, Fresno CA is working on Stricklamd and Hales Thaddie 
Haiden Wyatt Bourgeous, in Franklin, Arkansas, I think, it was hard to read. 
This person had a Jinny born ca 1765, Nash Co., N.C., daughter of Mark Strick- 
land and wife Martha. From notes in some of the rest, I got this: 
Solomon Strickland, b Nash Co., N.C. 1735, md Amy Pace 19 Sept 1764, d 1818. 
He was the son of Jacob Strickland, b ca 1697, Isle of Wight Co. VA, 
his wife was Mrs. Jacob Strickland(!) b ca 1701 Nash Co., N.C. Jacob's 
parents were Matthew and Anmn(Wilson) Strickland, no dates or places given. 


I had a letter from James T Dunnam, Tampa, he seems to have been quite 
busy, went to MS, stopped to see you on the way back, you had moved, and 
he did not get your address, so I was really glad to have your letter, 
about a week later. Some of the land records he had hoped for were lost 
in courthouse fires. He wrote briefly, so I do not know how he found these 
people, but I think you might find them interesting. 


Wyatt Dunnam, Cross City, FL. His father was Ira Dunnam, grandfather Wiley 
Dunnam, great grandfather the William Dunnam who md Elizabeth Prine, and was 
the son of Ebenezer Dunnam(no reference to Eb's wife) I assume these people 
live in Cross City, he said some Dunnams. 

Yaney McAnce Dunnam, the son of William Lorenzo Dunnam, one of Ebenezer 
MCants Dunnam's sons, and brother of James N Dunnam, James T's grandfather. 
I think Yancy is for the name, probably not living. ; 
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From James T Dunnan 


He talked with Sarah Whitlow of Aulma(or Alma?) AL-.she is a daughter of 
Ebenezer McKanse Dunnam III,-his grandfather's brother, who married Mary 
J. Cochran the first time, then Ella Rivers(not sure about this) second. 
Sarah, who is past 80, said her father always told her he was Ebenezer 
M Dunnam III, and that he spelled his middle name McKanse. 


He commented on the variation of spelling in John Peter's Bible, I noticed 
that, too, however Mrs. Commander felt it was established that it was the 
McCants family. 


Since we have two sources giving Eb a middle name, and Mrs. McLain also 
pave a middle name, it does suggest a contact, slightly different from 

any else I have heard from. The McCance, whatever spelling is very inter- 
esting, and may be helpful. Marie Nichols" Dunnams also used the name 
Ebenezer (as well as Robert, James and John); it has been very hard to 
sorts could her lady in Arkansas be Mary Ann Havens? I will be very 
interested to hear, It has been some time since I heard from Mrs. Havens-- 
we came to a block, I kept thinking I would get something definite, and 
did not. Several of us had corresponded with Mrs. Perrin, also named 

Mary, she died about 5 years ago, and S.E. Dunnam, in Houston. 


We had a pleasant time in Washington, and brought our grandson Charles 
Richmond back with us. It usually takes me a while to get used to the 

heat again, so I find myself with a lot I ought to do. I have been getting 
material together on my husband's family for a book being done by a cousin-- 
that is why I asked about Roberts. My husband's grandfather, James Wesley 
Dunnam, had gone to Texas about 1866, and I thought that he might have 
gone back to MS when his father died, 1870, in Greene Co.. JWD was married 
to Betty Bragg Roberts (the N.E. in Lauderdale records) in 1871, but that 
is all we have ever knowns; I have asked if there were any stories about 
how they met, but no one knew of any. It is her mother's grandfather 

John Cammack, the book concerns, with his descendants, and it has been 
hard to get anything about her, “The ook ¢S 2zhuT peater to Pia ty,

Solomen, Simeon ond John Strickland were brothers who came to Greene 
and Wayne Counties Mississippi im 1810 and 1611. Until two weeks exe 
we had no idea where they came from as there are so few records 
existing for Wayne and Greene Counties due to courthouse firese 
Femily tradxkion said they were the sons of David Stricklande We 
had worked long and hard trying te prove this to no availe A couple 
of weeks ago, I went to jleridian, MS to check to see if there were 
any estate records on John Strickland since he disappeared from the 
census there between 1d40 end 1850. No will, but the loose papers of 
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the estate were there a1l neatly tied together. In them I found that 
the wife of John Strickland was Margaret “Pegagy'? Baskin and that her 
father y was Yilliam Baskin and that she had a brother James, This rang 
bell as I knew that we had a Strickland—Saskin marriagee When I 
sot home y found that Jobu had married Begzy Baskin in Jackson county 
Georgia, Checking the Tax Rells for Jackson County, Georgia I found 
Solomon, Sre, Deumr, Ivvin, Simeon, John and Solomon, dre Strickland 
and ete except Drury end Ervin disappesr from the tax rolls around 
1810, Checking Basins, I found that they came from Abbeville Dist. 
SC e Piste Abbeville Dist. in 1790, found William Baskin, Seleman 
Strickland and Nheneser Dunnam. 


Solomon Strickland shows that he has Males: 1(16 and up), 4 under 16 
and Females: 5 all ages, no slaves.

In the last four years since we moved to Plorida and were close 
enought to get to the Yayne, Greene, Jones and Perry County, Hs 
are, te have been spending as much time as we could in the area 
trying to find Ben's great grandfather and great grandmother, We 
know thet his grandfather was Henry Strickland who was raided by 
Preston and Martha Strickland Stinson in Greene, Perry and Jones 
counties, We have never been able to find him with his parents 
and Martha Strickland Stinson is said by the family to be his 
aunt, but we have no proof. In doing this research, we became 
very interested in ali ‘ie fomilies in the area and have learned 
& little about a lot of then. We alse began collecting conctery 
recores of Perry and Greene Counties and have published a peck 
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of the Perry County Cemeteries. We have nearly completed copying the 
cemeteries in Creene County and hope to publish them before the end 
of 1951.

I am pleased to know that Mrs. Ruff had seen the name "Cutneé". Since my hus- 
band's grandfather, James Wesley Dunnam, named his eldest son Branch Knott, 
after Betty Brage's father, I thought Robert C. might have been named for the 
other grandfathers after I heard from one of his family that his name was 
Robert Cutno, I have felt more and more that Ebb"s son was named Robert Cutno 
Dunnam. 


I cannot think of much that would be better than finding a packet in a court- 
house, giving names, and places. I changed some of the Strickland info I had, 
it was different. And I am sending you a page I copied, since more than one 
family uses the same given names, I thought these names might be helpful. 


On separate pages, I have worked out a timetable, and some material which may 
apply to Mrs. Nichols’ search.
